A gravel operation is continuing 
in the vicinity of the old 
Shawsheen Pines Airport on the 
Billerica town line, although 
activity has ceased in 
Wilmington. Meanwhile, town 
officials are engaged in a con 
troversy as to the best avenue to 
use against the gravel operator. 

A number of points were 
brought to light during the 
selectmen’s meeting on Monday 
night when the Conservation 
Commission met with selectmen, 
asking to be allowed to proceed 
with action under the Wetlands 
Protection Act, Chapter 131, 
Section 40. 

Town officials have been 
proceeding against the gravel 
operator, Leonard Caporale, on a 
four-point proceeding. They are 
charging him with violation of the 
Wetlands Protection Act, 
violation of the town earth 
removal bylaw, violation of 
zoning bylaws, and with 
unauthorized work on town 
property, including the theft of 
town-owned gravel. 

One of the most startling 
revelations in the selectmen’s 
meeting, though, was that the 
town had been unwittingly buying 
its own stolen gravel. P. Gioso 
and Sons, the firm engaged in 
repairs to Contract 2 of the sewer 
line, was buying gravel from 
Caporale. The town has in- 
structed Gioso not to buy any 
more gravel from him. 

It was also brought to light that 
a considerable amount of dum- 
ping had taken place. Allegedly, 
Caparale was dredging gravel out 
of the area of Lubbers Brook, and 


filling in with building debris. 

The gravel and dumping 
operation is of great concern to 
communities down stream of the 
Ipswich River, many of whom 
draw their drinking water from 
the river, At Monday night's 
selectmen’s meeting were two 
persons representing the Ipswich 
River Watershed Association 
(IRWA), former Wilmington 
Conservation Commission 
member Jacqueline Allaman, 
now of Topsfield, and IRWA 
President Kevin Paicos, a 
selectman in North Reading, and 
former member of the concom in 
that town. 

Allaman and Paicos spoke 
before the selectmen in favor of 
allowing the Wilmington Con- 
servation Commission to proceed 
with enforcement of the Wetlands 
Protection Act. . oe 

While the town prockeditigs 
against Caporale do incorporate 
the wetlands violation, the 
proceedings are not entirely to 
the liking of the Conservation 
Commission. One chief point of 
contention is enforcement of a 
restoration of the property. Under 
the proceedings as presently 
planned, the restoration will be 
supervised by the Wilmington 
Water Department, owner of the 
property. The Conservation 
Commission would like to enforce 
the restoration, under the power 
of a cease, desist and restore 
order issued under Chapter 131, 
Section 40, amplified by a court 
injunctton. 

It comes down to a question of 
which avenue of enforcement has 
the most power 


Town receives Aa 
bond rating 


Town Manager Buzz Stape- 
zynski received some good news 
last Wednesday. At 2 p.m., 
Moody's Investors Service in- 
formed him that the town has 
retained its Aa bond rating. 

The rating puts the town in a 
very good position, since it is due 
to open bids Thursday on sewer 
bonds for $2.89 million. 

The bond rating is issued as a 
measure of the town's ability to 
repay its bonded debts, and is in 
turn used to determine the in- 
terest rate at which the bonds are 
floated — the better the rating, 
the lower the rate. 

Stapezynski said last week he 
would expect the rate on the 
upcoming bond issue to be about

11 percent 

Moody's had suspended all 
bond rating after the passage of 
Prop. 2%, which put a serious 
crimp on municipal finances. 

Last month, however, 
Wilmington voters approved a 
referendum allowing the town to 
exceed the limits of Prop. 2'2 in 
the amount of the annual cost of 
new bonded indebtedness. In the 
present bond issue, the cost for 
Fiscal Year 1983 is expected to be 
in the vicinity of $540,000. 

The Aa rating is the second 
highest given by Moody's. Only 
three Massachusetts com- 
munities receive the highest Aaa 
rating 


Speed of enforcement is also of 
value, Concom Chairman Chester 
Bruce said that he was amazed at 
how much gravel Caporale had 
removed in one weekend. Bruce 
had asked for a meeting on a 
Friday; Caporale had held off 
with the meeting until Tuesday, 
and then worked all weekend, 
Bruce said. 

Selectman Rocco DePasquale 
mentioned another reason for 
speedy proceedings. Caporale, he 
said, would more than likely go 
bankrupt before any sanctions 
could be imposed. 

Caporale bought the property 
from Joseph Lindsey for $650,000, 
and Lindsey took back a mor- 
tgage for the same amount. 
Should Caporale go bankrupt, the 
property would revert to Lindsey 
and the town would have no 
fecourse. 

The present gravel operation is 
not the first time such an 
operation has been conducted on 
the Lindsey property. Several 
years ago, another gravel 
operation took place. At that 
time, the town’s greatest concern 
was. the weight of the gravel 
trucks, one of which broke the old 
Shawsheen Avenue bridge. 

The Conservation Commission 
issued its first cease and desist 
order on March 24, and shortly 
thereafter sought to go to court 
for an injunction. The town 
counsel and town manager 
though, did not choose to take this 
avenue. 

Town Counsel-Alan Altman and 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
met with Caporale and his at 
torney at the gravel operation on

April 28. Caporale stopped 
working in Wilmington on that 
date 

He has continued working in 
Billerica, however. In that town, 
the conservation commission is 
reluctant to do anything, since 
Caporale has filed suit against 
members of the commission.

Housing issue: Signs 


Will the town of Wilmington be 
able to build housing for the 
elderly, or has the question been 
once and for all turned down? 

The question was brought 
before the selectmen. Monday 
night by Lorraine Brozyna, who 
also brought a petition with 350 
signatures, asking that the town 
do something to have more 
housing built 

Brozyna, who lost her housing 
authority seat in last month's 
election, said that she has not and 
will not give up housing as an 
issue. She charged that opponents 
had put the housing authority 
under a smear campaign, but that 
there had been nothing proven 
wrong with the authority, in spite 
of investigations by state agen- 
cies 

Brozyna said that the $3 million 
which the Federal government 
had set aside for Wilmington’s 
proposed 50 units of elderly and 10 
units of family housing was the 
only chance the town will have. 

Brozyna presepted the select- 
men with a list of fuel assistance 


she said, faced the loss of state 
and federal money because of the 
lack of affirmative action 
Lexington, on the other hand, 
received $30,000 for gypsy’moth 
control, ‘because it is an equal 
opportunity town 

Selectman Rocco DePasquale 
said that the town has already lost 
$400,000 in block grant funds, as a 
result of the cancellation of the 
housing.

I feel it is essential that Arnold 

Blake as well as the le 
of Wilmington know that a plan 
was presented to the Planning 
Board by Jewell Manufacturing 
on three different occasions as an 
anternative to the underground 
wiring, Furthermore the final 
plan presented was essentially . 
the same as the one now before 
the Appeals Board. Of course, Mr. 
Blake might not know this as he 
was not on the Planning Board at 
that time. 
Furthermore in our last plan 
the overhead wires were to be on 
the railroad property only and 
then brought in underground to 
the businesses. This proposal not 
only met the intent of the un- 
derground wire requirement, but 
it met the legal requirement. By 
that I mean that the poles were 
set on the B & M property and 
were not even on the Jewel In- 
dustrial Park. 

However, the Planning Board 
kept harking back to their 
statement that they had forced 
one company to blast through 
ledge to install underground and 
it would be unfair to make an 
exception for us, At first glance 
this might seem like a reasonable 
position, but think about our 
arguments, 

The Planning Board has not 
been asked to do anything illegal 
or to make a decision which was 
outside their jurisdiction. The. 
worst thing that could happen was 
that some company might be 
angry at them for what might 
appear, on the surface to be 
unequal treatment. The per- 
mission to go overhead with the 
power lines was clearly in the 
town’s interest. (If you don’t 
believe that, look what happened 
because of the refusal to accept 
this plan.) 

Obviously, the town's interests 
were not the most important 
thing. Rather than take the 
courageous step which might 
invite some unjustified criticism 
the easy way out was taken. Of 
course, the long delay in getting 
the industry into the park and the 
subsequent loss of taxes was of 
little importance. The disastrous 
effects toa struggling corporation 
was of little consequence. Ad- 
mittedly, the Planning Board had 
no responsibility to Jewell Mfg. 
Co. except that it had poured a 
tremendous amount of time and 
money into the project. But, it did 
have a responsibility to the town 
to act in a less than cowardly 
manner in a way that would be in 
the town’s interest, In that regard 
they failed miserably. 

Arnold said that the Planning 
Board should not be quartered - 
maybe they should be, at least 
those who were responsible for 
the debacle that the town has 


been faced with.

The Tewksbury schools will 
conduct another kindergarten 
registration period. Officials say 
that it is necessary to. get a 
correct enrollment figure to'allow 
for proper planning for the kin- 
dergarten program starting in 
September. 

Parents can register their 
kindergarten aged children at the 
North Street, Heath Brook and 
Shawsheen ‘schools Monday 
through Friday, May 17-21 from 
9:30 to 11:30 a.m. and from 12:30 
to2 p.m. Children of kindergarten 
age living in the Loella F. Dewing 
School elementary district will 
register at the North Street 
School. 

* In order to be eligible for kin- 
dergarten a child must be five 
years of age on or before January 
1, 1983. A birth certificate or proof 
of age must be submitted before a 
child enters school in September. 


No child will be admitted to 
school without a certificate of 
immunization. It is strongly 
recommended that parents take 
records indicating the dates 
immunization was completed at 
the time of registration. 

The required immunizations for 
students entering kindergarten 
are: 

1. Diptheria, tetanus and 
pertussis: A total of four shots of 
DTP, if the child is five years old 
or younger. If the child has 
reached their sixth birthday 
before completing the series, it 
would be completed with Td No. 2, 
rather than DPT No. 1. No per- 
tusis vaccine should be given 
after the sixth birthday. Children 
six years of age and over, who 
have not received the DPT should 
receive three injections of Td. 

2. Oral polio vaccine: Three 
basic drinks. One booster one

3. Measles: One shot after 12 
months. 

4. Mumps: One shot. 

5. Rubella: One shot. 

Measles, mumps and rubella 
are usually combined into a single 
shot and administered as one 
shot. 

Although a child may be 
refused admission to school if he 
or she does not meet the im- 
munization requirements, it is not 
recommended that any child 
whose parents comply with the 
intent of Chapter 161 (Mandated 
Immunization Requirements) 
should be excluded from school 
even for a single day. A note from 
a private physician or town clinic 
indicating that required im- 
munizations have been started is 
evidence of such compliance. 

In order to determine the needs 
of a child, it may be necessary to 
contact the doctor, if the im- 
munizations were administered 
by a private physician or the 
Tewksbury Board of Health once 
every other month. Those unable 
to receive immunizations or 
boosters from their private 
doctors will be able to participate 
in these clinics free of charge. 

Additional information per- 
taining to immunization 
requirements and immunization 
clinics‘may be obtained from the 
board of health, school principals 
or school nurse.

Poor eyesight and hearing can 
decrease awareness of hazards. 
Arthritis, neurological diseases, 
and impaired coordination and 
balance can make an older person 
unsteady. Various diseases, 
medications, alcohol, and 
preoccupation with personal 
problems can result in drowsiness 
or distraction. Often mishaps are 
expressions of mental depression

When accidents occur, older 
people are especially vulnerable 
to severe injury and tend to heal 
slowly. Particularly in women, 
the bones often become thin and 
brittle in age, causing seemingly 
minor falls to result in broken 
hips. 

Many accidents can be 
prevented by maintaining mental 
and physical health and  con- 
ditioning, and by cultivating good 
safety habits. Many older people 
trap themselves behind multiple 
door locks which are hard to open 
in an emergency. Install one good 
lock that can be opened from the 
inside quickly, rather than many 
inexpensive locks. 

Motor vehicle accidents are the, 
most common cause of accidental 
death among the 65-74 age group. 
Ability to drive may be impaired 
by such age related changes as 
increased sensitivity to glare, 
poor adaptation to darkness, 
diminished coordination and 
slower reaction time. Com- 
pensate for these changes by 
driving fewer miles, driving less 
often and more slowly and driving 
less at night and during rush 
hours, 

Attention to safety in later life 
can prevent many untimely 
deaths and disabilities.

Grow your own 
mushrooms 


By WILLIAM PACINO

Next time you are in the super- 
market, go over to the produce area 
and look at the price fresh 
mushrooms are going for. Between 
$1.29 and $1.49 a pound, right? 

Now look at me and tell me I'm 
crazy because I spent $10.00 for a 
pound and a half of mushrooms I 
grew myself. That's $6.67 a pound 

But they were so good! 

In February, | bought a box at 
Lexington Gardens in Lexington 
filled with compost that had been 
innoculated with mushroom spawn 
Known as ‘Farm in-a-box 
Mushrooms", put on the market by 
Gro-Plus Farms of Bala Cynwyd, 
Pennsyslvania, this grow-your-own 
kit promised that in 3 to 4 weeks, | 
would be harvesting my first crop of 
plump, delicious mushrooms 

Things did not quite go as 
promised, through no fault of the 
mushroom kit 


One of the advantages of home 
mushroom growing is that they take 
up very little space and they do not 
need sunlight the way other food. 
producing plants do. That's why 
mushrooms can be grown ins 
secluded closet corners and other 
out-of-the-way places, At the same 
time, they are not bothered by light 
as long as they are away from 
direct sunlight 

My mushroom kit came in @ 
cardboard kit, lined with plastic. It 
was filled with a composted 
growing medium that had already 
been inoculated with mushroom 
spawn. When I got the box home, 
my instructions were to cover the 
compost with the casing material 
(peat moss) that came in a separate 
plastic bag 

1 mixed three-quarters of the 
casing material with water and 
spread it over the top of the com 
post. To extend the growth it was 
recommended to save the 


remaining one-fourth of the casing 
material to fill up holes after 
picking the first crop of 
mushrooms 

Once this was done, I watered the 
box and put it down in the cellar of 
where I live. Initially I put it on the 
cellar floor, but after reading the kit 
instructions again, | moved it up to 
a table because it’s warmer off the 
floor. 


Tough growing conditions 

Where I put the kit proved to be a 
problem. The mushroom spawn in 
the first stage of growth needs 
humid conditions plus tem 
peratures of around 70 degrees. No 
way did it reach 70 degrees in the 
main part of the house, let alone the 
cellar. Thus, nothing happened over 
a period of 26 days. 

Finally I lost patience and added

Promoting child's 
play at NEMH 


A six-year-old boy laughs as a 
year-old toddler misses her throw of 
ihe ball. Another small child takes a 
doll’s blood pressure and reports the 
doll is doing fine. In a corner, two 
youngsters gather around a young 
woman as she teaches them a new 
game 

The instances sould like scenes 
from a day care center, But they are 
moments in the day of the “play 
lady"’ on the pediatric unit at New 
England Memorial Hosital 

A graduate student at Wheelock 
College, Lisa Bender works on the 
unit five days a week from 10-2 
drawing patients into play as they 
reenact their own hospital ex 
periences with dolls and stuffed 
animals 

Children need repetition of i 
formation for assurance. They need 
to hear the same things over and 
over again before they will believe in 
what they are told, They get this’ 
repetition through play. a child’s 
natural learning media," explains 
Bender. 

Initiated at NEMH in the fall of 
1981, the play system called Child 
Life is unique to teaching hospitals 
and has been successful in quelling 
fears and anxieties in children 
reports Pediatric Head Nurse Lee 
Ann Rooney. "The ‘play lady 
becomes a consistent, non 
threatening person in the child's 
hospitalization, someone who 
represents security and safety away 
from medical routines. 

Child Life, a program aimed at 
meeting the special needs of 
hospitalized children, attempts to 


minimize. psychological trauma in 
childres; through an organized play 
program. “Through play children 
can develop coping mechanisms and 

» better understanding of hospital 
procedures." says Bender. 

Child Life specialists are trained 
in child development specific to 
particular age groups. For instance. 
Bender points out, infants and 
toddlers, most vulnerable during 
hospitalization, harbor fears of 
bodily injury and need constant 
reassurance in this area. School-age 
children are very curious about 
details and seek detailed ex. 
planations about their illness or 
surgery 

In the normalizing play at 
mosphere, patients are allowed to 
make choices, an aspect hospital 
stays ordinarily do not include. Play 
releases children from the struc 
tured routine of treatment and 
healing. By facilitating un 
derstanding and consequent 
cooperation from the patient 
towards medical procedures, the 
Child Life specialist cuts down on 
time spent by nursing and other 
health professionals in calming 
frightened youngsters. 

Since the introduction of the 
program at NEMH, Bender has had 
the pediatric playroom redesigned 
to offer better use of space and an 
environment conducive to Child Life 
elements. One addition is an 
equipped medical corner where 
children can role-play

On the 29th day after [had started 
the kit, the first “pinhead” 
mushrooms appeated - poking up 
from deep in the box 

I kept up the heavy watering 
figuring the February cold in the 
cellar had slowed the growth and 
that I had underestimated water 
needs 

I was able to notice three stages 
of growth in the next seven days 


(2) Cups are a little larger and 
more flavorful 


3) Flats are the largest, most 
flavorful and most nutritious stage 
of growth. This stage is reached 
when the head of the mushroom 

flattens out” and the spore 
producing gills are exposed on the 
underside of the mushroom cap 


after weighing came to one and one- 
half pounds. After harvest, I wet the 
casing material [had left and added 
it to the compost. Again I watered 
more heavily than the instructions 
recommended 

My crop of mushrooms did very 
well sauted on top of steak, raw in a 
salad and not too badily marinated, 
even though my marinate was too 
strong and too sour. 

In. fact, I preferred the 
mushrooms eaten raw as a snack 
They-were that good.

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Women have an unsung role in jazz history 


By Amy Duncan 


From the early days of the Kid 
Orys‘and Jelly Roll Mortons right on 
up to. the Chick Coreas and Pat 
Metheneys of today, jazz music has 
been primarily the property of men 
But now growing numbers of female 
instrumentalists, proud of women's 
unsung role in jazz history, are 
working hard to excel and make 
their mark in the highly competitive 
world of club, studio and concert 
jazz work. 

Of course, there have always been 
a few well-known women pianists, 
and lots of female jazz singers 


great ones like Bessie Smith, Billie 
Holiday, Anita O'Day, Ella Fit- 
zgerald, Sarah Vaughan, and Betty 
Carter. Yet to see a woman stand up 
on the stage and play a saxophone or 
a trumpet or the bass fiddle was 
unusual, to say the least 

One such rarity is saxophonist Ann 
Patterson, who leads a_ highly 


succesful all-woman big band, 
Maiden Voyage,"" on the West 
Coast. She loves her work, but ad- 


mits, “It's taken time because we 
had to prove ourselves. Men assume 
a lady musician is not such a good 
musician unless she proves herself." 

“Maiden Voyage” has certainly 
proven itself, with its clean, tight 


ensemble work, and some out 
standing soloists. “I consciously 
wanted to make a statement to the 
musical community here in L.A 
says Ann. 

A yearly event in Kansas City is 
responsible for showcasing many of 
today's female jazz musicians: the 
Kansas City Women’s Jazz Festival 
founded five years ago by Carol 
Comer and Dianne Gregg. This one 
event has done more than any other 
to get women jazz musicians 
together, drawing them from all 
over the world to attend concerts 
and take part in jam sessions 
Unlike some women's music 
festivals it is open to men as well 
they express support for the women. 

One of the festival’s avid par 
ticipants is pianist Marian Mc 
Partland, a woman who has watched 
the jazz scene change and has 
moved right along with it. Born in 
gland, Marian was always in 
terested in jazz, and pursued it to the 
United States, where she still lives 
and performs. For the past two 
years, she has hosted a jazz piano 
series on National Public Radio. She 
laughs now when she remembers 
what was said about her long 


Barbara Carroll, remembers an 
amusing situation early in her 
career, when women were virtually 
unknown on the bandstand 

“had a pianist friend here in New 
York, when I first came here to live 
If he had a job he couldn't do 
because he was already booked that 
night, he would tell the guys in the 
band, ‘I can't do the job but I have a 
friend who's very good'— he would 
never say ‘he’ or ‘she’ — just, ‘My 
friend Bobbie Carroll can play the 
job.’ Comes eight o'clock and I 
arrive. The band leader, after he 
picks himself up off the floor, says 
‘Who are you?’ and I say, ‘I'm 
Bobbie Carroll, the piano player,’ so 
by that time of course it’s too late for 
him to send me home.

The fashion’ industry is fast 
realizing that small American 
women are big business. More and 
more firms are diving into the petite 
market, manufacturing dresses and 
sportswear tailored for small-size 
women. Until recently these 
customers have often had to pay for 
expensive alterations, shop in the 
teen department, or have their 
clothes made 

Designers such as Liz Claiborne 
and Betty Hanson, as well as 
companies with such well-known 
labels as Evan-Picone Jones New 
York, Villager and others, are 
making a pitch to petites. 


Some 70 companies in all are in- 
volved in this market. And while 
women have generally become 
taller, there are still more than 37 
million petite women in this country 
according to Business Week 

“This customer has been 
ignored,” says designer Liz 
Claiborne, who knows a good thing 
when she sees it. “I decided to 
design a line for petites because I 
felt that many small women could 
not buy fashion. without major 
alterations. 


“These women want the 
fashions as their taller sisters. They 
clothes wfor 


need @; casual 
business and formal things, too,” 
she says. 

Liz Claiborne launched her 


regular business five years ago after 
having worked as top designer for 
Youthguild for 16 years. Today. 
many retailers see her as “the 
working woman's designer.” 

‘The trim, 5 foot 7 inch designer 
points out that it took her petite 
company a year to learn to re- 
proportion garments. “Now we 
know mQch thore about it,” she 
says. The line runs the gamut from 
casual skirts and sweaters to jeans 
and blouses. She even includes 
trendy items such as knickers 


“Petites look adorable in 
knickers... like pageboys 
Especially when the pants are worn 
with opaque hose and flats,” says 
Miss Claiborne, whose personal 
wardrobe includes one skirt, lots of 
pants, and a tuxedo for black-tie 


evenings. 

New York designer Betty Hanson. 
whose labels bear her name, has 
also added a petite line to her 
company. Miss Hanson, who was 
with Anne Klein for 25 years before 
opening her own firm in 1976, is 
known for understated 
isticated sportswear. 

“Our petite line developed out of 
trunk shows. We found that we 
couldn't fit the small woman.” says 
Miss Hanson, whose family business 
includes both her husband and son. 

Betty Hanson, who is a Junoesque 
5 foot 7 inches, is a stickler about 
sizing. “You can’t just alter things 
for- them... pockets, lapels... it’s 
impossible. I'm really excited about 
what we've done, A jacket in a size 4 
for example can’t be cut down to fit a 
size 2 petite,” she says. She explains 
that sizes 2, 4, 6, and 8 in better petite 
sportswear are smaller than her 4 in 
regular sizes

Use biological spray 
for battling gypsy moths 


The Massachusetts Audubon, 
Society supports the usé of Bacillus 
thuringiensis (Bt for short) as part 
of any integrated approach to gypsy 
moth control 


In a statement issued during the 
peak of gypsy moth caterpillar in. 
festation in the Northeast in 1981, the 
Society .said it encouraged “the 
development of biological control of 
gypsy moths, further ex. 
perimentation with the use of the 
virus which controls their population 
in the wild, and the mechanical 
destructions of gypsy moth eges and 
caterpillars by homeowners wishing 
to protect individual trees.”” 

“Mass Audubon supports the use 


of Bacillus thuringiensis for 


localized spraying of individual 
trees if an insecticide is to be used,"" 
the organization stated, adding that 
“it should be noted that Mass 
Audubon does not advocate the use 
of chemical control agents, in 
cluding carbaryl.”” 

Bt is a biological control that kills 
leaf-eating caterpillars when eaten 
on treated foliage by attacking their 
digestive system and starving them 
todeath. 

An improved strain of Bt called 
Dipel 4L and manufactured by 
Abbo{t Laboratories has been 
developed and is being used in 
several state-funded spraying 
programs in the Northeast this year 
It is also available to aerial and 
ground spraying contractors and to

Make furniture last 


By MARILYN HOFFMAN 


“Furniture is so costly these days 
that we want to know how to take 
care of it so it will last a very long 
time.” 

That’s what Tom Benson, fur. 
niture-care specialist for Johnson 
Wax, now hears most often from 
consumers around the country 

Many complaints consumers 
lodge against furniture manufac. 
turers or care-product’ manufac 
turers are not the fault of either, Mr 
Benson points out. They have to do 
with the natural enemies — heat 
humidity, and sunlight — which can 
be hazardous to furniture unless 
they are controlled. He gives this 
advice 


Since constant exposure to 
direct sunlight can cause crazing, 
checking, and fading of the finish, 
arrange furniture away from 
Sunlight and rotate it whenever 
possible. Remember that any object 
left on a surface in bright sunlight, 
such as a lamp or vase, will in time 
leave its mark: 

Since wood furniture can be 
affected by severe temperature 
changes between hot and cold, don’t 
place it next to a radiator or other 
heat source. or anywhere (such as in 
front of a window) where it would 
have to endure cold blasts or sudden 
temperature drops. 

Since extremes of humidity can 
warp or crack wood, damaging its 
appearance and even its function. 
use room or central dehumidifiers in 
humid climates and humidifiers in 
extremely dry re pns Or 
remember that the old-fashioned 
practice of placing pans of water 
next to heat sources is still a simple 
remedy for increasing humidity 

As for applied care, Mr. Benson 
says the purpose of polish is to 
protect furniture finish rather than 
the wood itself. Many homemakers 
insist they must ““feed" the wood 
But most furniture manufactured in 
the Un.ted States today (over 80
